Y ou say that the object of your note of yester- 
day was solely to inquire whether I hold myself 
“personally responsible as a gentleman” for pub- 
lications in my paper attacking private individuals 
I am not awaie. sir, that it particularly concerns 
i o.i to know w hat general rules of action I pre- 
-ci ibe for myself as an editor. I have no objec- 
tion however to ioforming you, that, if I do any 
m in such an unprovoked and mortal wrong in my 
columns as to entitle him, in my opinion, to take or 
seek my life, I will hold myself responsible to him 
ill the field, and that, if »Dy gentleman does me 
such a wrong us to make me wish, for his blood, I 
w ill call him to the field 
I presume, sir, that all which it concerns yon to 
know from me. is whether 1 would accept a chal- 
lenge Irom you on account of my comments in the 
L-cj LvBle Daily Journal of tho J8ih inst. upon 
.uumfit-rri-.il pilbi ir.tcd iu rue ratue papur 
simo liaY Without "putting you to the 
able of addn - ing tile questUiu to me io due 
form, I say to you plainly 4 hat I would not. I do 
not wish to kill you, aud I am very clear ill the 
opinion that my aiticle affords you neither just 
cause nor a rational pretext for killiug me. I made 
uo attack or imputation upon your private char- 
•alter, which, for aught 1 know, is unobjectionable. 
1 merely gave utterance to the thoughts aud feel 
naturally aud necessarily excited in my mind. 
.u:d, as I believe, iu the whole public mind, by your 
demolishing the sacred old dwelling house of your 
ather and selling the lumber. You slated, iu your 
ubfisltod communication, that “aspersions, both 
public and private,” had been cast upon you for 
filing down your father's house. Y’ou thus ad- 
mitted that your conduct had already become a 
matter of public notoriety and disapprobation aud 
subject of public and private denunciation which 
you called “aspersiou,” yet these aspersions, so- 
c .died, had not been noticed by you. When you 
itlempted a defence of your conduct aud assigned 
your reasons for it, as you did in your article of 
Wednesday, you certainly gave a license for those 
comments of mine upon the conduct and the rea- 
sons. Icr which, as I presume, you now wish to 
bold me to a personal responsibility. 

My article was not a tenth part so harsh toward 
you personally as yours was toward me*Jfou 
stigmatized me, by a necessary and direct impli- 
c.iuou, as a "public calumniator,” charged me in 
ti c same manner with tbe “PRosTtTBTioN of the 
columns” of my paper, and so used the words “liar 
and villain” as to show that they were meant for 
me. I responded with more moderation than you 
ad a right to expect, merely denouncing that act 
of you ;, which, as it relate I to a glorious old 
memorial of departed greatness, was almost, in its 
character, a public act, and which has made the 
heart of the iiatioo recoil. 

“I repeat, sir, that I treated you with forbear 
Y us spoke in your communications if the

A failure to comply with this applica- 
caiiqn either directly or by evasion, releases a 
member from bis part of the contract Nay, fur- 
ther, by the terms of the above, the very findiug 
fault with the principles of the order or its obli 
cations, annuls tbc contract, as an assurance’ is 
given that nothing is enjoined inconsistent with 
the moral sense of every man! Iu a moral point 
of view nothing is necessary for a withdrawal but 
a notification to that effect.

I orktowu. After the storm of batt It? had passed, 
over the field of Monmouth he found hitcsclf fide' 
by side with a brother Catholic, every ‘man that 
stood between them, in a long line, at die com- 
mencement of the action being swept avra*. Af- 
terwards these two soldiers met Again, in O d Nel- 
son, in this State, at an early day in its history ; and 
their children and grand- children have been in 
every war, in which the country has been engaged, 
from that day to the present. Our very heart 
and mind have been steeped full of these tradi- 
tions from our earliest recollection, and aU the 
practices and teachings of the Catholic church 
have ever fostered and encouraged the growth ol 
such feelings of patriotism It is surely com- 
mendable to take pride ip tbe deeds of our ances- 
tors when that sentiment nourishes in the mind a 
desire and ambition to imitate their deeds and 
their vitues; but of all the noble and disinterested 
virtues ot thit same old grandfather, none are so

NEWS BY THE ATLANTIC. 

The United States mail steamer Atlantic, Capt. 
West, from Liverpool 11 A. M. Saturday, July 14, 
arrived at nine o’clock last evening. The Atlan- 
tic arrived out. at half past two on the taorningof 
Sunday, the 8th. 

Lord John Russell figures this week as the prin- 
cipal feature of the news. The circumstances 
which lent him this pre-einiuenee were the disclo- 
sures he made iu his speech of Friday, the Gth, re- 
specting the want of unanimity between himself 
aud his colleague on the subject of the war; in 
other words, that he. Lord John Russell, as British 
Plenipotentiary, expressed himself at Vienna in 
favor of the peace proposals mooted by Count Buol 
and approved by M Drouyn de l’Huys, but that ou 
returning toEugl&nd he either did not communicate 
those seuli men is to his colleagues in the Govern- 
ment, swallowed his peace opinions, and retained 
office in a ministry pledged lo war; while M. 
Drouyn de l’Huys, with a fitter sense of honor, re- 
signed. The ease of Lord John Russell is forci- • 
bly put by Mr. D israeli, thus: 

“I do not see that the explanations since made 
by the noble lord at all changes his situation with 
regard to the House, and as regards the narrative 
he made on Friday night. What did startle the 
House and greatly disquieted the public mind was 
that it came out, not by hazard, but from notice 
formally given, and evidently in a manner well 
matured ou the part of Lord John Russell, that he 
had returned to England with a project of pacifica- 
tion which he approved, but which the great ma- 
jority of the House and of the country neither at 
that time nor at this moment would sanction; that 
be had recommended this project to his colleagues; 
that in consequence of their refusal to adopt it he 
had felt he was bound to consider whether it was 
not his duty to retire from the Government; and 
though influenced by other considerations, he re- 
mained a member of the administration; he short- 
ly afterward came down to the House aud made a 
speech which conveyed to the country the impres- 
sion that he was an uncompromising advocate of 
the war, and conveying also to the House the idea 
that he was convinced, from his experiences in 
the conferences at Vienna, that any attempt at ue 
gotiation with any reasonable hopes of success 
was impossible — thereby conveying to Parliament? 
and the country an impression utterly inconsistent 
with the facts of the case.”

rOTAL DEFEAT OF THE WAll.KER 
EXPEDITION. 

ANNIHILATION OF THE FILIBUSTERS. 

ICorreBpondence of tho N. Y Herald.] 

Rivas, July 13, 1855. 
Colonel Walker's Defeat — His Fraternization with 
Cen. CastiUon — The March on Rinas — Hostility 
of the People to the Filibusters — The Engage 
meat and Flight of the Nicaragua Democrats — 
Walker makes a good stand — His Fight and 
Escape — Thirteen Americans Kilitd, and their 
bodies burned — Names of some of the Killed. 

Col. Walker aud his party (fifty six in all) ar- 
rived at Rialejo the 14th of June; were sent by 
the Democratic President, Francisco CastiUon, to 
take the department of Chinandega, and a force 
of about 150 Central American troops were given 
to them as assistance, under the command of 
Cols. Mendez and Felix Ramirez, both notorious 
characters of tbe revolutionary army. 

The government had received news of their 
movements through their spies, and preparations 
were made to receive them at San Juan del Sud. 

Meanwhile they (Walker’s party) had landed, 
and marched the same afternoon against Rivas. 

small outpost was taken by surprise, but as 
some of the government soldiers there escaped, 
they hurried up to Rivas, and everything wm 
prepared to receive them. A courier was des- 
patched immediately to San Juan del Sud, order( 
mg the troops stationed there to concentrate their 
lorce at Rivas. 

There is no doubt Walker and his party were 
deceived in the grossest manner. They wer* 
told that 1,000 men would immediately join them, 
and instead of resistance that they would find re- 
joicing at their arrival. It was not so. 

They arrived at Rivas, altogether in number 
ibout 200 men, at 1 o’clock, where they met some 
of the avant guard of the government, and the 
lighting began, the government troops drawing 
back towards the Plaz^ Chances seemed to be 
rather even, when the reinforcements from San 
Juan del Sud arrived, attacking Walker’s party in 
the rear. The Democrats showed very little or 
no fight, and ran away, headed by their officers, 
in groups of twenty and thirty, abandoning Walk- 
er’s party, who had meanwhile taken possession 
of a house belonging to the pioneer of the party, 
rich planter, named Don Maximo Espinoza, 
where they sustained themselves pretty well, 
firing with their rifles through holes made in the 
adobe wills, aud entirely safe themselves from 
the musket balls behind them. 

Alter the Nicaragua revolutionary troops had 
abandoned them, the house was surrounded by all 
the government troops, about three hundred in 
number, and the firing continued for about two 
hours, doing but little harm to the filibusters, 
while almost every rifle ball hit its man. 

At last a party of young men, principally of the 
first families, and all volunteers, stormed tbe front 
door, when others from the other side setflre to 
die house, and took it, losing of course, compara- 
tively to their number, many. 

Colonel Walker’s party had to break through 
them, and lied into a neighboring cacao estate, 
wherefrom they they took their route towards the 
Transit 

Being night, and only a limited number of 
troops to follow them, they had a chance to sleep 
that night, and leave next morning for San Juau 
del Sud, where they took a schooner by force 
burned the cartel of the government down, and 
left for terra incognita. 

Thirteen Americans were killed and their bodies 
burned. It was first believed that Col. Walker 
was killed, as many papers of great interest were 
found on the body of one ofthem. 

They left in great confusion, leaving most all 
their am muni lion, medicine chest, surgical instru- 
ments, Ac., behind. 

The Walker party, when passing the Transit 
toward San Juan del Sud, presented tbe most la- 
mentable sight — several wounded, all of them in 
rags, and extremely dirty; some even without 
boots and hats. They were very low spirited, and 
excited against the Leon party for having aban- 
doned them. They confessed having lost fourteen 
rueu, and among them three of their principal of- 
ficers, and that they did not expect such furious 
and brave resistance The storming of the house, 
they say, was indeed a great feat; and they ac- 
knowledged having far underrated the people they 
thought to meet. 

From them, and front the identification of pa- 
pers found on the dead bodies, there have been
